G.S.R. 619(E). — In exericse of the powers conferred by 
section 25 of the Maiitime Zones of India (Regulation of 
Fishing by Foreign Vessels) Act, 1981 (42 of 1981), the 
Central Government hereby make the following rules, namely : 

1, Short title and commencement.—(1) These tules may be 
called the Maritime Zones of India (Regulation of Fishing 
by Foreign Vessels) Rules, 1982. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of Ihcii pub¬ 
lication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Definitions.—In Ifiese rules, unless the context other¬ 
wise requires :— 

(a) "'Act" means the Maritime Zones of India (Regula¬ 

tion of Fishing by Foreign Vessels Act, 1981 (42 of 
1981); 

(b) “crew” includes the team of technical, semi techni¬ 
cal and non-technical member associated with the 
operation of the fishing vessels ; 

(c) "flag slate” in relation to a foreign vessel means the 

State in which the vessel is registered or, "where 
the vessel is not registered, (he State whose flug the 
vessel is entitled to fly; 

(d) "Form" means a Form annexed to these rules; 

(e) "licence" menns a licence granted under section 4 ; 

(f) “permit” means a permit granted under section ? 

or under section 8, as the case may be ; 

(gl "Schedule" means Schedule u> these mles ; 

(h) words and expressions used but noi defined in these 
mles bul defined in the Maritime Zones of India 
(Regulation of Fishing by Foreign Vessels) Act, 
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1981 (42 of 1981) shall have the meanings respcc- 
tively assigned to them in that Act. 

3. Licences.—(1) Every owner ol' a foreign vessel or any 
other person described in section 4, who intends to use such 
vessel for fishing within any maritime zone of India, shall 
make an application in Form A to the Central Government. 
This form shall include the following information :— 

(a) the name and description of the vessel, its equipment 

and complement; 

(b) the flag state and home port of the vessel : 

(c) the name and address of the owner and master of 

the vessel and, where applicable, its character ; 

(d) the side number of the vessel, the radio fiequeneies 

and call sign; 

(e) a description of the proposed puipose and the period 

for which the licence is required ; 

(f) the name and address of a person resident in Tndia 

having a permanent office or establishment in India 
who is authorised by the owner of the vessel to 
represent him for the purpose of providing liaison 
with the Government of India ; and 

(g) any information required by the Central Government 

or by an officer designated by it to grant a licence 
in any case wheie, m its opinion the information 
furnished by the applicant requires claiification or 
amplification. 

(2) Every application referied to in sub-iule (1) shall be 
made not less than thirty days prior to the first day on which 
the licence is required ; 

(3) Every such application shall be accompanied by a fee 
of rupees five hundred which shall not be refundable. 

(4) The Central Government or an officer designated by 
it may, on receipt of an application, ufter making suen 
enquiry ns may be relevant, grant a licence in Form B 
for all or any of the following purposes, namely :— 

til to engage in commercial fishing ; 

(ii) to tranship or to take on board any fish, outfit or 
supplies while at sea ; 

(lii) to process fish at sea; 

(iv) to transport fish from iishing giounds ; 

(v) to land fish or fish products at Hn Indian port; 

(vi) to purchase or obtain bait, outfits, provisions or sup¬ 
plies (including fuel) at an Indian port ; 

iwi) to effect repairs at an Indian Port ; 

4. Validity of Licence : (1) bvciy licence shall,— 

(a) be issued in original duplicates; and authenticated 

copies shall be distributed to enforcement and other 
concerned authorities ; 

(b) apply only to the foreign vessel described in the 
licence and, where applicable, to the crew of that 
\ essel; and 

(c) be valid for the period specified in the licence. 

(2) The disposition of the duplicates refeired to in clause 
fa) of sub-rale (1) shall be as follows :— 

(a) one licence shall be lor the use of the licensee ; and 

lb) one licence shall be ictaincd by the Central Govern¬ 
ment. 

5. Terms and conditions ol’ licence.-—(1) Evciy licence, 
shall he subject to the following terms and conditions, 
namely :— 

(a) the licensee shall pay to the Central Government 

an amount set out in the Schedule I for the pur¬ 
poses mentioned theiein at the time ot taking deli- 
v cry ot the licence : 

(b) the master of the foreign vessel for which a licence

(f) the master of each foreign fishing vessel during fish¬ 

ing operations shall notify the authorised officer the

(i) time and position of commencement of fishing; 

(ii) the time and position of the temporaly departure 
ftom the fishing grounds for the puipose of em¬ 
barking or disembarking an obset.er or for n call 
at an Indian port or any other temporaiy departuic 
from the grounds which will involve departure 
from any authorised fishing tire but which does 
not include departure from seaward limit of the 
fishing area beyond the Fxclusive Fcopomic Zone 
of India ; 
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surrendered at such place as may be directed by 
the authorised officer; 

(v) the crew of the vessel shall fish only by means 

of fishing equipment and gear of a kind set out in 
the licence ; and 

(vi) the master of the vessel shall cause written tecords 

to be maintained on a daily basis o fibe fishing 
effort and catch of the vessel and of any tranship¬ 
ment and other dispositions of the catch by quan¬ 
tities, species size and weight in Form E. 

fi) where the transporting of fish from fishing grounds 
is authorised by the licence— 

Ii) Only the species and quantities of fish set out in 
the licence shall be taken on boaid the vessel 
for that purpose ; 

(hi the fish may be taken on board only from vessel 
of a class set out in the licence; and 

Oil) lhe master of the vessel shall cause written records 
to be maintained on a daily basis of the fish 
taken on board the vessel for U anspoitation in 
Form F; 

()) where the processing of fish is authorised by the 
licence, the master of the vessel shall cause written 
iccotds to be maintained on a daily basis of the 
piocessing operations carried out and of the species, 
quantity and the State of processing of the fish 
taken on board the vessel for that purpose in Form 
G ; 

(k) the vessel shall have on board nt all time during 
the period it is in maritime zone of India, equip¬ 
ment and fishing gear, including communications 
equipment, described ill the licence as "required 
equipment" ; 


(iii) the time and position of return to the fishing 

grounds following temporary departure described 
in sub-clnusc (ii) above ; 

(iv) the time and position of anv shift in its fishing mca; 

fv) the time and position at which it will cease fish¬ 
ing and the leave the fishing area ; 

(g) the master of the vessel shall communicate Ihe in¬ 

formation, to he notified under clause (f). to ihe offi¬ 
cer of the Coast Guard in Porbander, Bombay Ct>- 
chin Tuticorin, Madias, Vishakhupotnam, Paradecp, 
Hiildia or Port Blair, at least twenty four hours be¬ 
fore the commencement or cessation of fishing.

(h) where the fishing is authorised by the Fcence,—

(ii) (he crew of the vessel shall not catch any fish In 
a snecies. size or age set out in the licence ns 
prohibited catches, that are covered under the 
Wild Life fProtcc'ion) Act.
